Wasuincton, February 21—In the star 
route trial to-day Mr. Ingersoll began the 
cross-examination of Reirdell. The witness 
identified a paper presented to him by Inger- 
sell as being in his handwriting, except the 
words ‘‘and others.’”’” He had signed and 
sworn toit. Ingersoll then read the paper in 
evidence. It was an affidavit by Reirdell, 
dated July 13th, 1882. It recites that, whereas 
certain false and wicked rumors have been 
circulated and gained credit that he (Reirdell) 
had made statements to certain persons re- 
garding S. W. Dorsey, J. W. Bosier and 


Brady, representing that they had en- 
gaged in a corrupt and fraudulent com- 


bination to defraud the people in connection 


with the mail service, therefore he declares 
that he has had control of their mail routes 
for the past three years, and never, by verbal! 
or written direction,or inference, had a wrong 
bond on their part or hisown. So far as he 
knew, there was never an improper act or 
suggestion by Dorsey or Bosler to him. The 
statement that he (Reidell) had books and 
papers showing that they had been engaged 
in a scheme to defraud the people was false, 
and no suco books or papers ever existed. 


There was no. truth in the _ charge. 
The statement that Dorsey and  Bosler 
paid 50 per cent of their 


remitted fines or any percentage to Brady 
was a pure fabrication. He avers that he has 
no knowledge that Dorsey or Boster ever se- 
cured an increase of service by corrupt means. 
He had given them all the information they 
possessed about their routes,.for which he 
was the agent. No man ever paid Brady to 
his knowledge. The whole thing was a mere. 
scandal, gotten up for newspaper purposes 
In sbort all the stories told of unlawful and 
improper operations on the part of Dorsey 
a Bosler were malicious fabrications, and 
this statement was made voluntarily to vin- 
dicate them. 
A WOMAN’S SHADOW. 

The witness said he desired to explain the 
circumstances under which the affidavit was 
made. A few days before itsdate, July 15th, 
he had notified Dorsey that he intended to 
go over to the government and make a full 
statement. On July 12th Dorsey called him 
into Willard’s hotel and threatened to prose- 
cute him for perjury if he did this. Dorsey 
also produced two letters that he (Reidel) 
had been foolish enough to write toa woman 
in this ejty, and said he would break up bis 
family relations if he did not make this affi- 
davit. The witness was very much frigh.ened, 
for he thought these letters had been de- 
stroyed as Dorsey had promised. Dorsey re- 
marked that he was not foolish enough to do 


that. He preferred’ to keep them. 
Yieiding to these threats _—wit- 
ness consented to make the _  aflidavit 


DORSEY WRITES IT ALL. 

Dorsey sat down and wrote every word of it 
with a pencil, Witness copied it off on the 
day following (July 15th) ia his office in the 
Corcoran building. He had it witnessed. by 
N.Callan, notary public, and carried it to Dor- 
sey and Bosler, at Willard’s hotel. Witness 
acknuwledyed that the, attidavit was false in 
every essential statement. It was true where- 
in it stated that he had never seen Dorsey or 
Bosler pay Brady for remissions. Ingersoll 
proceeded to go through the affidavit by 
piecemeal. He read ‘‘the verbal and written 
directions received from each and both of 
them in the conduct of business never by 


inference or otherwise implied wrong doing4 


Witness acknowl- 
edged that this was false. At that time he 
entertained an inference regarding the entries 
to Smith’s accountand totheaccount of *‘Sam 
Jones.’’

BELFORD DENIES THE CHARGE. 

Congressman Belford to-night gave to the 
press the following emphatic denial of Reir- 
deli’s testimony: “I never had any dealings 
of a financial character, public or private, 
with Senator Dorsey in my life to the amount 
of a single cent. ‘If any check was drawn in 
my name I] never saw it, and never heard of 
it until my attention was called to the state- 
mentin the Star this evening. Ili che check 
was drawn in my name it must bave been 
presented and paid to some other party, if 
paid atail. This evening lwent to Mr. In- 
gersoll’s house for the purpose of requesting 
him to call me to the stand and giving me 
an opportunity to declare under oath that 
the evidence given to day is false in. every 
particular in so far as it seeks to inyoive me 
In this star route business, 

I propose that this opportunity shall be 
given me before the trial closes.’’ As Judze 
Wvlie has exciuded from the recurds all ref- 
erencesto Beiford’s check in Reirdall’s testi- 
mony, it is not easy to see how Belford is to 
securea bearing in court. So far as the court 
is conceraed this testimony does not exist. 
Reirdell’s 1eference to Belford was apparent- 
ly a surprise to counsel on both sides, and 
neither seemed to wish to have it stand.

crushed, He had been standing in front of a 
moving locomotive and attempted to step off, 
but slipped and fell under the wheels, receiving 


the injuries stated. When brought to the 


net in the bed around his body, and alittle 
iquor administered internally a: a stimu- 
jaunt. When he began to show signs of re 
turning strength, and was fit to undergo the 
operation, sufficient ether was administered to 
induce unconsciousness, and the amputation 
begun,the right foot being taken off first,the op 
eration occupying but afew minutes. The 
left was next amputated, the patient in both 
cases showing no signs of exhaustion. After 
a short interval of rest, attention was given 
to the right band, which was shockingly mu- 
tilated from the wrist down, necessitating an- 
other amputation.

Eleven Men Drowned—-The Steamship Moro Castle 


Burned. 
Hone Kone, February 21.—The United 
States steamer Ashuelot has been lost. ¢ All 


her officers were saved. Eleven of the crew 
were drowned. 

CHarvgston, February 21.—The steamship 
Moro Castle, of the Clyde line, running 
between New York and Charleston, was 
totally destroyed by fire at an early hour this 
morning. The officers and crew had _barely 
time to escape with what clothing they hap- 
pened to haveon. The Moro Castle was to 
have sailed for New York to-day, and had 
received on board one-half her carge, con- 
sisting of cotton, naval stores, etc. The total 
loss. is estimated at $200,000, and on cargo

cargo of the Moro Castle consisted of 27 bags 
of sea island cotton, 1,163 bales of upiand 
c>tton, 2389 barrels of rosin, 31 tierces of rice, 
50 bales of domestics and 40 barrels of flour.

THE PROGRESS OF BUSINESS. 

The sensation of the day, the discussion om 
the experiments of General Browne, I wired 
you yesterday. In the afternoon, Rev. David 
Butler was listened to on the stock law. In 
August, 1872, he said he advocated the stock 
law, and the next legislature pessed the first 
stock law. Hethought it a good law in the 
central portions of the state, but not for the 
extreme uorthern or southern portions. Mean 
fences caused ten per cent of losses by the 
depredations of cattle. A fence was a stand 
ing of fense—a separation of neighbors. He 
advocated fencing in stock and turning ou 
crops. Yes, fence in also the politicians and 
turn out the people. We have no time 
for lawsuits or quarrels—too much 
todo. The stock law was great economy. It 
saved lawsuits and quar-¢els, timber and labor, 
human life and property. The destruction of 
timber caused the snows to melt more rapi 
and the rivers to overflow their banks 
fearful rapidity. It would enable us to en- 
richen our land by preventing the grass bei 
eaten out by cattle, or burnt out by fire, au 
thus decay on the soil.. The law fenced in 
‘our land. It was an element of prosperity. 

wo things were necessary to make your 
rich and keep them so. This we could 
not do without the stock law. In Morgan 
county they sold more butterin three months 
since the passage of the law than in three 
years before. : 

‘Carmichael, of Coweta,’’ said that in his 
county it wasa ground hog case. They had 
either to give up their stock or adopt the law 
—they had no timber. They wouldn't de 
without it. 

Colonel G. W. Adams, of Monroe, said that 
they’had a special act passed for his county 
making stock liable for all damage done by 
them without avote. It had effected the 
keeping up of stock. No one now opposed 
it. 7 

CHEMICALS AND FERTILIZERS. 

Prof. N. A. Pratt, addressed the convention 
on “the materials used in the manufacture 
ef commercial fertilisers; how they are 
mined and prepared for market.” In begin- 
ning his remarks he paid a merited tribute 
to the department of agriculture. ‘ The phos- 
phate of lime, he said existed in the mineral, 
vegetable and animal kingdoms each 
pending upon the other, and_ being 
one step higher in the order named. He then 
graphically described the three kingdoms,and 
stared that the phosphates were valuable in a 
ratio with their solubility. The higher the 
scale of organization the more soluble the 
product, In 1868 he made Ort to the 
Charleston board ot trade relativé to the mar. 
beds of the fish bed of the Charleston basin, 
Superimposed upon these marl beds vere 
phosphatic rocks from 6 inches to 12 feet deep, 
containing 67 per cent of phosphate of lime. 
From 17 acres 35,000 tons of the pbosphatic 
lime had been mined. The bones of salt water 
and fresh water fish, even of men and their 
works were found in this phosphatic rock 
bed. Half a mile from shore in these beds he 
found a Portuguese coin, and silver vest bat 
ton. The immensity of this deposit may be 
gathered when itis stated that 60,000 speci- 
mens of sharks’ teeth alone have been secur- 
ed. Only that quantity of soluble fertilizer 
should be ‘applied to plants 
as they can assimilate and take up, 
Up to 1868 the acid phosphate on the Georgia 
market did not contain over three per cent of 
»yhosphboric acid. In 1868 he advocated the 
inspection of fertilizers, Georgia was the 
first state to introduce the plan, Connecticut 
was the Next From six tons in 1867 these 
South Carolina phospbate beds have gone up 
to 332,000 tons in 1882, or one thousand 
schooner loads.

The murder in Waynesboro, which was discov 
ered on last Saturday, is creating aigreat sensation 
Mrs. Alfred Inman, it was said, had been killed 
while riding horseback; that the horse took fright 
and threw her, and in falling her foot caught in the 
stirrup and the frightened animal kicked her to 
death. Messrs. J. A. and J. W. Grubbs, citizens of 
our towr and brothers of the deceased, immediately 
repaired to the scene of the killing. A coroner's in- 
ques: was had and the evidence produced disclosed 
the fact that Alfred Iman, the husband of the de 
eeased woman, did the killing himself, and the 
jury so found in their verdict. Mrs. Inman had a 
fow days previous sold a tract of land for four or 
five hundred dollars and refused to give the money 
to her husband when he demanded it. On last Fri- 
dav Mrs. Inman started to a country store over in 
Emcnuel county on horse back. She was followed 
by her husband, and when found dead her pockets 
were turned wrong side out and her body feartully 
mangled, The bloody cudgel was found near the 
body. The blood on the hands of Alfred Inman 
show the strongest circumstantial proof of his guilt 
of robbery and murder. Inman is now in Swainsboro 
jail, and has been for several months under the in- 
fluence of whisky and chloral.

They cannot give 
over the first ten or twennty years of their 
condidates, lives to abstract learning andgen- 
eral literature, without losing that early bent 
of the twig which alw-ys determines the 
tree’s incline. For their full success: they 
need and should have in the primary and 
secondary schools a provisional tuition. 
Besides the chalk and the pencil which may 
picture the ideas presented to the minds, the 
pupils should have clay and wood and iron, 
in which to embody those ideas. Already 
where vital metheds of education are best 
apprehended, the brain-building by hand is 
going on, and the clerkly bias of a purely 
literary training is getting its needed correc- 
tion. 

But this reform has hardly got its first 
teeth as yet. The kindergartens show 
symptoms of approaching dentition. But 
the regular curriculum in the schools suc- 
ceeding this nursery, rather arrests than assists 
the precess. We believe, that without injury 
to mental training, a speaking acquaintance, 
at least, with tools universally used in the 
bandiingof clay, wood and iron, and the 
housebold fabrics, wool and cotton, might be 
easily given and acquired in our schools. 

In this reform the communities where 
public education is choosing its ways, have 
a great advantage of those states where the 
machine is already made and running in 
cast-iron grooves, Let our educational guar- 
dians make the most of theif opportunity. 


THE NEW FRENCH MINISTRY. 

The conservative republicans are com ing to 
the front as the French people recover from 
the Bonapartist scare. President Grevy is 
himself a conservative, and tne men in whom 
he has confidence are beginning to exercise a 
strong influence over publicsentiment. This 
movement finds expression in the selection of 
Jules Ferry to form anew cabinet, He can 
not be said to be strictly identified with any 
group in the chamber, except that he 
has no sympathy with the extreme 
left. He is a life senator, and he really repre- 
sents the saving republicanism of the country. 
He has long been associated with such men 
as Grevy, Dufaure, Waddington, Simon and 
De Freycinet. These men are engaged in es- 
tablishing what the great Thiers began. The 
new premiez is perhaps the strongest of this 
remarkable group of prudent and sagacioas 
leaders. He is only fifty one years old, but 
he has had the public ear ever since he 
a telling satire on Baron 
Haussmann in the palmy days. of the 
second empire. Since the establishment of 
the republic he has been the apostle of public 
education. He has fought early and late for 
a comprehensive and untrammelled system of 
public instruction as the country’s best hope 
and defense against the pretenders and al! re- 
actionary movements. This has brought him 
at times in conflict with the church, but he 
bas nevertheless held his way, and France 
bids tair to enjoy the liberty and prosperity 
that generally attend a people 
that can read and write. He has once before 
held the premiership, and now that he is to 
have the support of the republican union the 
chances are that his term of power will ex- 
ceed that of his immediate predecessors, and 
perhaps rival thatof M. Thiers. Ferry be- 
came minister of public instruction in 1879 
when Waddington was at the head of affairs. 
He retained the portfolio under DeFreycinet, 
and in September, 1880, he succeeded to the 
premiership, because the DeFreycinct was un- 
willing to obey the chamber in regard to the 
religious orders. He held office over a year, 
and was succeeded by Gambetta. Ministerial 
crisises then became the fashion, butit is now 
felt in France that a premier has been found 
who is strong enough to command a majority 
of the turbulent deputies, and restore quiet

WORKING OF THE GEORGIA SYSTEM. 
‘rom Proceediegs of California Railroad Commis 
sloners. 

Mr, Foote then presented the following letter 
from the secfetary of the railroad commission of 
Georgia: 

ATLANTA, Ga., February 2, }.- -W. W. Foote 
~Dear Sir: Your favor of the 21th uit. to hand, 
Under note 1 the railroads are permitted to charge 
reduced rates on ariicles manufactured on their 
lines, etc. The road~ have often availed themselves 
of this, and now, for instance, the Savannah, Flor- 
ida and Western railroad is charging on iumber 
only about 60 to 75 percent of the commissioners’ 
maximum rate. As to passenger fares, some of the 
roads are cha:ging on round trips less than 3 cents 
permile. The Georgia law places Do restrictions on 
discriminations in passenger fares, and the roads 
Can grant passes, round trip or eXtra Uc ets at re- 
duced passenger rates at theirown option, but can 
not charge, in Class A, over 3 cents per mile. 

All freight and passenger conductors are white. 
I think the lowest rate for their wages here is from 
$69 to #0 permonth. On sevi ral roads all passen- 

er brakemen are white;. on others one brakeman 
is white and one colored. The track force is white 
or Colored, just as it was before the war. The roads 
are doing well, end their dividends have been 
better than before commissions started, The Geor- 
gia railroad was leased for ninety-nine years, at 11 
per cent, by the Georgia Central and the Lanisville 
and Nashvilie roada. It never paid over 8 per cent 
prior to the commission being established.
